Gallant Capture of a Slave Dhow. 


A despatch from Capt. H. Woodward, 


C. B., senior naval officer at Zanzibar, 
giving particulars of the captuie of an 
Arab dhow and fifty-three slaves I y Lieut. 
F. F. Fegen, in the pinnace oi Her Majes- 
ty's ship Turquoise at Pemba on May 30, 
was published in last (night's Gaze te. On 
the pinnace reaching the dhow the slavers 
attempted to run it down with tbe inten- 
tion of carrying her by boarding. 
Lieut. 


Fegen Immediately rushed forward to re- 
pel the Arabs (the dhow having caught the 
pinnace's forestry with the bowsprit), 
seven of whom were ready to boa -d. 
He 


promptly shot two with his revolver, then 
drew his cutlass and ran another through 
the body. While thus engaged he received 
a very severe sword cut on the rl_rht arm 
from an Arab who came to assisl the one 
he was engaged with. This Arab was run 
through the body by John W. Pearson, A. 
B., before he bad time to inflict further in- 
ury. Notwithstanding his severe wounds, 
Lieut. Fegen still continued flghtjng with 
his cutlass until the dhow got elear (at 
this time there were three men in the bot- 
tom of the boat wounded), theremainder 
of the crew, three In number, flght,ng hard 
and supporting him. When the d low got 
clear nine Arabs had already bee i killed. 
No sooner had this occurred thar she en- 
deavored to escape. Lieut. Fegen, picking 
up his dingy, gave chase, aad a running 
fight was maintained until the helmsman 
of the dhow was shot, when she broached 
to and capsized in shallow water. 


He immediately anchored his boat as 


near the sunken dhow as possible, ind pro- 
ceeded to rescue, the slaves, the 'our un- 
wounded men saving as many as th ;y could 
by means of the dingy, and also umplng 
overboard; fifty-three all told were saved. 
Capt. Woodward was informed by Mr. 
Holmwood, Consul-General, that of tbe 
thirteen Arabs on board the dhow nine 
were the most notorious slave de-lers In 
Pemba, and In all 'there were upward of 
twenty armed men, the arms beinr Snider 
rifles and swords. Of the thirteei Arabs 
eleven were killed and two succeeded In 
reaching the shore, one of whom d.ed sub- 
sequently of his wounds, and the other es- 
caped, but measures haye been adopted for 
bis capture. 'During tbe action Tour of 
the boat's crew were severely w.ounded, 
one of whom has since died. The follow- 
ing are the names of the crew: Fr ;derick 
J. Russell, captain, mlzzectop (wot nded); 
Joseph K Greep,' leading seaman; Henry 
Ward, A. B. j Benjamin E. Stone, A. B. 
(dead); Thomas Hall, A. B. (wounded); 
Frederick Blanchard, A. B.; John W. 
Pearson, A. B.; James J. Blytb, private 
H. M. (wounded). On the receipt of Cap., 
Woodward's despatch It -was laid before ' 
the Lords or tho Admtrftlty., who, to mark 
their appreciation of the < gall-rat-jr dis- 
played, have promoted Lieut.
